This Petition is in regards to a Notification of Abandonment which was incorrectly entered 
in this case on February 22, 2007. The Notification of Abandonment stated that Applicant failed to 
respond to the Notification of Missing Requirements mailed November 7, 2006. 

The Notification of Abandonment was issued in error by the Patent Office according to a 
telephone conversation with Sue Wolski (Ref. #1-73300338) on March 7, 2007. Ms. Wolski 
informed Applicant that the "Notification to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotides and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures" allowed for Extensions of time 
through May 7, 2007 and the Notification of Abandonment did not factor in these extensions. 
Applicant responded via an Amendment filed on May 7, 2007. 

Applicant was of the understanding that the Notice of Abandonment would be withdrawn, 
but discovered during a routine status check in December 2008 that the case was still abandoned. 
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Applicant subsequently called Examiner Wolski many times during the months of January and 
February 2009 to discuss Applicant's options. During a follow up status check on March 1 3, 2009, 
Applicant did note that the application had been moved to Pre-Examination Processing and 
assigned to Examiner Nicole Erin Kinsey White. Applicant called Examiner White on March 13, 
2009, and was told by Examiner White that Applicant needed to file a Petition to Withdraw Holding 
of Abandonment under MPEP 71 1 .03(c) so that Examiner White would be able to proceed with the 
application. 

Accordingly, Applicant petitions the United States Patent and Trademark Office to withdraw 
the abandonment under 37 CFR 1.135.
